He stated that today 
the farmer is becoming more 
of an Important individual than 
ever before, as fewer farmers 
are feeding increasing num- 
bers of people, and his Income, 
and therefore buying power, is 
increasing correspondingly. 

He stated that many im- 
pressions held by the modern 
city man are those which were 
formed decades agOj^whenyou 



could "smell the farmer com- 
ing". Now, the farmer is be- 
coming more educated, and is 
turning into a convention goer; 
but as such, he must stand up 
and say what he thinks, be- 
cause if he does not, then 
people will think him ignor- 
ant. 

Mr. Hawn felt that as a 
group, farmers were friend- 
lier, and much more willing 
to help each other out. They 
stuck together, and had a 
keener sense of responsi- 
bility. 

In his closing remarks, Mr. 
Hawn said that good public 
relations were Important, and 
so it should be a Job of the 
new A.U.S. to improve public 
relations.

Simon Fraser To Offer 
Athletic Sclioiarsiiips 




Fraud or Froud? 



British Columbia's Simon 
Fraser University, opening in 
1965, will be the first Canad- 
ian university to grant athletic 
scholarships. 

Though athletic scholarships 
have been given at American 
schools for many years, they 
hove been forbidden at all 
Canadian universities. 

Simon Fraser President P. 
McToggort-Cowon argues, how- 
ever, that there is no reason 
why higher education and higher 
athletic performance cannot go 
together, noting Bruce Kidd, Bill 



Crothers and Russ Jackson as 
examples. 

The Canadian Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Union. (CIAT), 
governing body for all college 
athletics in Canada, forbids 
the use of subsidies to ath- 
letes from universities or 
bodies under the jurisdiction 
of the university. 

Most universities side-step 
this regulation, however, by 
allowing private alumni to of- 
fer, "as private citizens", 
financial assistance to athletic 
students. 

Thus, under CIAT regula-

tions, any school competing 
with Simon Fraser will be 
barred from official cham- 
pionships. 

To halt the drain of Canad- 
ian athletes to American cam- 
puses, Simon Fraser has ad- 
vocated a three-point pro- 
gram: athletic scholarships 
provided by outside or private 
sources; superior coaching 
staffs, including the impor- 
tation of U.S. talent where 
necessary; sincere interest 
in athletics by the university 
by providing tutorial encour- 
agement, though not at the ex- 
pense of the academic pro- 
gram.

During th« last few ytart thtr« havt bten a number of criticisms 
of tho Gthlotic sot up at Macdonald Collogo. Tho foremost of these 
was the fact that our teams lacked good athletes, especially in 
comparison with some of the teams in the Ottawa St. Lawrence 
leagues. There hove been a number of questions asked along the 
lines of why Macdonald did not offer athletic scholarships. 

The article on page one of this paper points out the fact that such 
scholarships ore not allowed in Canadian colleges. This is some- 
thing that the majority of students here at Macdonald did not know, 
probably because they did not believe that such a completely un- 
reasonable policy could exist. Now we know. Are we going to let 
Simon Froser University go it alone? THIS IS A TIME TO STAND 
UP AND BE COUNTED! 

It stands to reason that there ore a number of good athletic stu- 
dents who could pass a college course, but do not try because they 
cannot afford it. It also stands to reason thot they will take a job 
playing amateur or semi-professional for money, rather than try to 
struggle through college without funds. Would these students not be 
on asset to any college. True, they all wouldn't moke first class 
marks, or even second cla ss marks, but no college is a real college 
if it consists of only egg-heads and bookworms. A college has to be 
willing to be well rounded for the students to get a real college 
education • (and this does not come from books alone). 

The student playing sports, on scholarship or not, devotes a lot 
of his time and energy to playing that sport, and the enjoyment he 
gets out of this for offsets any small reduction he may get in marks. 

The kind of student who would attend college on scholarship would 
be grateful for the chance, and would probably put an extra effort 
into his studies. He is not going to foil if it means losing his 
scholarship. 

The advent of athletic scholarships to universities would result 
in the greatest increase of amateur sportsmen ever witnessed in 
Canada, (who knows how many kids we would get?) This country 
has been crying for years that we lose too many international events 
(world Olympics, hockey etc.) due to a lack of amateurs; they go 
professional, and why not? where con they stay amateur? What better 

Now is the time to make the government change its policy. It 
would not only make a higher standard of sports in the colleges, but 
would also be good for the country. This is a chance to let the 
government know we think they're wrong.

Slow but perhaps real pro- 
gress can be made in such 
matters as the reduction of 
armaments. The limits are 
obvious, as illustrated by the 
Soviet efforts to sabotage the 
peace-keeping efforts of the 
United Nations, but we are 
properly looking for any gen- 
uine compromises and agree- 
ments that can be achieved. 
No doubt the Russians and 
their allies are too, up to that 
point, — but their political 
philosophy does not allow them 
to accept the peaceful coexist- 
ence in which they profess to 
believe. 

Marx failed to convert his 
fellow-Germans to his beliefs, 
but they were accepted by the 
Bolsheviks in a country that 
had never known political 
freedom, had a weak middle 
class, and a decaying monar- 
chy. In the half- century since 
there have inevitably been ad- 
justments in the Marxist doc- 
trine to suit the needs of the 
Soviet Union, but basically it 
is as described in Marx's 
vast book CAPITAL and in the 
COMMUNIST MANIFESTO. 
Marx was no more a social 
democrat than a democrat is an 
anarchist. It is inherent in his 
writings that there can be no 
freedom of speech or action. As 
put into effect by the Russians 
this meant government by an 



oligarchy (which was self- 
appointed), with any opposition 
suppressed by force and the 
secret police. (These methods 
were traditional in Russia). 
The middle class and private 
property were to be abolished. 
Christianity was a danger both' 
because it taught peace and 
because Communism demands an 
unchallenged control of individu- 
als. All must be rendered to 
Caesar and nothing to God. 
Communism, however, was in- 
tended not only to be adopted 
by an individual country at its 
wish, but to be imposed, as 
circumstances permitted, on the 
rest of the world. This has al- 
ways been fundamental to Com- 
munism as an objective, by 
whatever means to be achieved. 

Expansion fitted well into 
the Russian scheme of things, 
for Russia had been pushing 
violently across its frontiers 
for more than two centuries. 
Taking advantage of the alli- 
ance with Germany (for the di- 
vision of the spoils), the Rus- 
sians had invaded Finland, 
the Baltic States, and Poland. 
When they had reached, -- 
for the time at least, -- the 
practical limits of this met- 
hod, they turned to the wea- 
pon which had been so suc- 
cessful in the Russian revo- 
lution, - propaganda. This 



fact it is. Thus coexistence 
must be one-sided. 

No doubt some Canadians 
honestly believe that we would 
do better to abolish private 
property, our elective insti- 
tutions, freedom of speech 
and the press, and the rule of 
law. Such people can be happy 
in a Communist state. But for 
those who prefer the society 
which we have known and 
fought for, Marxism is not the 
answer. It is in our creed to 
respect the rights of others to 
choose their own institutions; 
but it is in our tradition to 
choose our own institutions 
and way of life. Our economic 
and political system is no 
doubt imperfect, but we would 
hope to improve it on Canadian 
lines and not by the dictates 
of foreigners. 

Perhaps because Canadians 
instinctively dislike propa- 
ganda they are the easier vic- 
tims of it. But it is a strange 
sight indeed when Russia, 
whether Czarist or Commu- 
nist, the greatest imperialist 
power since the days 

of Rome, » is represented as 
the home of peace and demo- 
cracy. Because many Canadians 
seem unable to distinguish be- 
tween international negotiation 
and conquest by words we are 
in danger of accepting meekly 
the most successful propaganda 
yet known.
